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State Agriculture Department Reports Peach Crop Of 2,123,000 Bushels 


Something New! 
SAYS APPLE 
HARVEST TO 
BE -SMALL" 


Harrisburg. Aug. 19 {/Pi—Pennsyl­ 
vania's 1948 peach crop is above 
average in contrast to the sm allest 
apple harvest since 1945. 
The state Agriculture departm ent 
said today an Aug. I federal-state 
survey showed a crop of 2,123.000 
bushels, approximately 204,000 above 
last year It betters the 1937-1948 
average by 164,000 bushels. 
The crop is relatively free of dam ­ 
age by insects and disease, the de­ 
partm ent added 
B ut apple growers are faced with 
a gloomy picture. The 1948 crop is 
estim ated at 5.198.000 bushels com­ 
pared with 6.612,000 last year and 
the 1937-1946 average of 8,031.000 
bushels The smallest apple crop in 
27 years was 2,470,000 bushels in 1945. 
"The decline in apples this year 
is attributed to the late, wet and 
cold spring season and frosts a t 
* blossom 
tim e.” 
the 
departm ent 
stated. 
T his was compounded by w eather 
conditions during the growing sea­ 
lion which brought on scab infection 
of the main crop. 
The sour cherry harvest in the 
Keystone Blate exceeded expecta­ 
tions The crop is now estim ated at 
7,400 tons, about equal to the 1937- 
1946 average The total is nearly 2,- 
000 tons greater than last year. 
Pennsylvania's grape crop is indi­ 
cated at 16,600 tons, slightly better 
than average but under the 18,100 
tons harvested last year. 
The pear estimate of 267.000 bush­ 
els cc«npares with 290,000 last year 
and the average of 415,000 bushels.

Lancaster. Lieutenant Governor of 
Pennsylvania, told about 7,000 del­ 
egates : 
“We have heard much in the past 
year about the so-called achieve­ 
ments of these governments and 
many of us have seen the ways of 
life under totalitarian rule Our ears 
have been filled with the din of 
arms, the din of propaganda, and 
; the failure to agree on the funda­ 
mental courses of peace.” 
"We are apt to be all confused.” 
said the 18th Division commander 
of the Pennsylvania National Guard, 
adding: 
Know Own Country 
“And that, really, is the purpose 
of these outside influences and in­ 
fluences on democracies so as to
